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County College Heads Favor 
Plan For Proposed Subway 


Although still in the embryo stage, proposed plans 
for a subway to cross Main street in front of College hall 
presented a tangible “front” today following favorable 
reaction from county and college officials to the story that 
appeared in El Don last week. 


County Coroner Earl R. Abbey 
declared the plan an unquestioned 
aid to safeguarding the lives of stu- 
dents, and one that would make for 
greater traffic efficiency. 

Abbey pointed to the in- 
creasing number of automobile 
fatalities caused through fail- 
ure of motorists to observe 
traffic regulations for proof 
of need of the subway. 

“In the last two years deaths of 
pedestrians have increased to an 
alarming degree, and as long as 
manufacturers continue to make 
automobiles of super speed the 
figure will grow,” Abbey explained. 
He was especially bitter over fail- 
ure of drivers to obey laws. “Only 
one motorist out of 10 observes the 
rules of traffic,” he said. 

Students Express Views 

Other reactions received by El 
Don came from Robert Tannen- 
baum and John Henderson, presi- 
dent and vice-president of the As- 
sociated Students, and are viewed 
as an accurate cross-section of cam- 
pus sentiment. 

“Nothing is more valuable than 
human life, yet the students of this 
college are huorly forced to en- 
danger their lives crossing a main 
thoroughfare to and from classes. 
I am heartily in favor of the sub- 
way project,’ Tannenbaum de- 
clared. 

Henderson’s statement encour- 
aged students to use their in- 
fluence. ‘There is no doubt that 
student sentiment can be greatly 
Peoreneible for such a project,” he 
said.

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Europe's Political Situation 


During the summer months Dr. 
Alfred J. Pearson, professor at 
Drake university, spent his vaca- 
toan.. touring ..Europe _and Ger- 
many. The following article, writ- 
ten especially for El Don and the 
Associated Collegiate Press, gives 
his views on the present world 
political situation as he sees it in 
the light of the investigations he 
made during the summer. 

By Alfred J. Pearson 

DES MOINES, Iowa, Nov. 9— 
Last year the world spent approxi- 
mately four and one-half billion 
dollars on armaments. The race 
for increased armaments is on 
among all the larger nations. They 
are obsessed with it. It has be- 
come a mania with them. In their 
madness they are headed for the 
abyss. This year the total expen- 
diture for the same purpose will 
be over five billion. Nothing but 
a fundamental change in their atti- 
tude, a complete change of heart, 
will save them and © civilization 
from complete ruin. 

Mussolini rattled the saber at 
Bologna some weeks ago. In a 
public address he declared with 
his customary vehemence that “It- 
alyaly will arm. Italy must be pre- 
pared not for the war of tomorrow 
but for the war of today.” This 
is in defiance of a deficit in the 
Italian treasury of 550,000,000 
lire and despite the fact that maxi- 
mum taxation ni Italy has already 
been reached. And only recently 
Mussolini made the further state- 
ment that boys are to be given mil- 
itary training from the age of 
eight years. 

The Italian government is now 
resorting to cuts in wages and the 
reduction of salaries for the pur- 
pose of reducing the cost of pro- 
duction. By this means, Mussolini 
hopes to counteract the favorable 
trade balance. This wage reduc- 
tion is lowering still further the 
standard of living. 

Air Force Strengthened 

The expenditures for the Ital- 
ian navy for the next five years, 
beginning 1935, have been in 
creased 480,000,000 lire for the 
strengthening of the air fleet the 
sum of 1,000,000,000 lire has been 
appropriated. 

In this connection it is signifi- 
cant to note that on June 5, 1934 
the French Chamber of Deputies 


approved the government’s budget 


calling for 3,000,000,000 francs 
to strengthen the national arm- 
aments.

attractions of uniforms, military 
bands and the insignia of rank. 

Cost of wars 

In our own country sixty-four 
cents of every dollar paid in taxes 
go for wars, past, present and 
future. 

The Soviet Union is feverishly 
building airplanes. She js drilling 
both men and women for military 
service. The U. S. S. R. has trained 
an army of 3,500,000 men and on 
short notice can put into the field 
18,000,000 men. Japan knows this 
and is working day and night to 
keep up the race. In Europe every 
ninth man wears a uniform. ‘On 
June 11, 1934 the disarmament 
conference adjourned after two 
and a third years of fruitless work.

Miss Whiting 
recently checked courses of this 
years’ graduating class of Santa

- It was found that all students 
have the necessary language and 


social science requirements, but 18 
per cent lack science and 53 per 
cent lack fine arts. Of 153 prospec- 
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tive graduates, 98 are enrolled in 
the letters and science division, 13 
in the education division, 28 in the 
commerce division, and 14 in the 
engineering division. Nine per cent 
of the students in the letters and 
science group lack science, 48 per 
cent lack fine arts and seven per 
cent lack both. In the commerce 
division, 68 per cent lack science, 
68 per cent lack fine arts and 50 
per cent lack both. In the education 
group all have _ science require- 
ments, and 9 per cent lack fine 
arts. In the engineering division all 
students have credit in science and 
in fin earts.

The time has come when every na- 
tion should have also a peace at- 
tache whose special business would 
be to study the problems of the 
relation of nations from the view- 
point of peace, which hitherto all 
nations havestudied and approach- 
ed from the viewpoint of war. 

It is for the students of all coun- 
tries to study the questions of war 
to try to bring about a change in 
the attitude of all nations. I am 
not advocating pacifism, or tha 
any one nation should disarm un 
less other competitive nations do 
the same. If intelligent men and 
women will lay aside their preju 
dices and extreme nationalism, the 
should be able to come to some un 
derstanding that will save civiliza 
tion and keep us out of the jungle. 
It is up to the students of America 
to take the lead in this matter of 
such momentous importance.
